thousand were killed. Assuming 
that the losses of Servia, Greece 
and Montenegro combined were 
half of those of Bulgaria, the 
loss of the allies in the Turkish 
war was sixty thousand killed, 


while the loss of the Turks must 


have been, at least, as much, or a 
total loss of life of one hundred 
and twenty thousand men, with 


at least an equal number wound 


ed, or a total loss of a quarter of 


a million in a little over six 
months from the outbreak of the 
war.
